Born and raised on a farm in east Texas 


Jim Kemp had a yearning for the land. A

In Prince 105th of HR Jim Kemp has one 
of the “sleepers” in the Angus business. Re 
membered in the southwest for his show 
ring winnings at Ft. Worth and Denver he 
is less known elsewhere. In the last year he 
has developed into one of the really impres 
sive bulls of the breed. His calves on the 
ground stamp him as a breeding bull—no 
matter how good the dam the calves by 
Prince 105th of HR are an improvement 
over their maternal ancestry. This is the 
acid test of a top bull. 

He is a most impressive bull. He is big 
enough to suit the southwestern cattleman 
and with the quality and smoothness to fit 
the ideal of any fancier. He has a smart, 
aggressive head. Great width over the back 
and a lot of red meat over the loin, long 
from hooks to pins, and deep and full in the 
quarter rate him high in these important 
qualities. He has a lot of rugged bone un 
der him, great feet, and walks like he owned 
the earth. He is very good in the stifle and 
deep in the flank. In fact it is very difficult 
to criticize him, It isn’t too often that you 
can say this about a bull 

Kemp Ranch itself is ideally suited for 
beef cattle production. The 1,160 acres is a 
balance of rich, black farm land combined 
with hill pastures of native grass. Sudan 
grass is used extensively for summer pas 
ture. “It is a great feed for cows with 
young calves. They really produce milk on 
it.” In addition to the Sudan the bottom 
land also produces corn for silage. Two glass 
lined steel silos with bottom unloaders make 
winter silage feeding a short chore. 

A new addition to the cattle handling ar- 
rangement at Kemp Ranch wag noted since 
the last visit—four sheds 60 by 26 feet with 
aluminum roofs and ends. It was a hot day 
when the ranch was visited but the cattle 
in the shade were very comfortable and a 
good movement of air was noticed in the 
sheds. For winter use the K R owner plans 
to enclose the north or west sides of the 
sheds. Plenty of corrals and traps with 
rugged fences make cattle handling and 
sorting a simple job. 

Jim Kemp has assembled a veteran cattle 
crew at the ranch, men who have had a lot 
of experience with top Angus cattle. Frank 
Isom is manager with Jake Isom and Joe 
Kirk Smith the herdsmen. Frank and Jake 
Isom formerly were with the Jess Alford 
herd at Paris; Joe Kirk Smith was with 
Hays Ranch at Kerrville. 

A visit to Kemp Ranch is an eye-opener 
in many ways. But the big story it tells is 
that with the right bulls and the right cows 
a herd can be in the top brackets in relative 
ly few years. Not just a good herd of 
cattle, but one of the top ones to be found 
anywhere. This is Jim Kemp’s spread at 
Midlothian, Texas.

--editorial-- 


A short time ago I received a personal letter 
from a man who stated that he had the advantage of 
living most of the year in the East, where he be- 
came acquainted with Aberdeen-Angus cattle and 
their problems, and at the same time was operating 
a ranch in the far West where he is introducing 
Aberdeen-Angus for beef purposes. 


Without divulging his name I will state that 
this ranch is near the Sierras in an area that has 
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long been Hereford country, and that his is the 
only Angus herd in many miles. 


When the herd was first started his banker, 
government agents and practical cattlemen of the 
area tried to dissuade him. They brought out the 
whole array of arguments--Angus won't weather 
well, they won't graze rough country, they can't 
defend their young against predators, they need 
extra feeding, they are too wild, a drift fence 
won't stop them, they're bred too low and short- 
legged, etc. In addition, the neighbors objected 
(among each other) to having Blacks on adjacent 
ranges because Angus bulls don't respect fences. 


These were Some of the things I was advised to 
keep in the back of my editorial mind as we seek to 
penetrate the Western country. 


I was advised further of more specific 
things. Namely that the natural prejudice 
against Angus in Hereford country makes it more 
difficult to obtain any part of the cost of a herd 
from banks and government sources, for their man- 
agers and committees are made up of Hereford men. 
Angus coSt more, are scarce and hard to get. Yet 
it is the cattle buyer and auction sale that de- 
termine the real value of the reSpective breeds, 
and Angus must demonstrate their superiority 
locally. No amount of wins in carcass or steer 
judging at the Chicago International will furnish 
the proof required of the western ranchers as to 
the superiority of Angus. 


In this breeder's locality the number of 
Blacks offered aS weaners, or even aS Steers, are 
too few, by comparison, to establish a higher 
price, or even a comparable price, with the good 
Herefords that are being produced in much larger 
numbers in the West. 


As the letter continued he stated, "Good 
young Hereford commercial cows with calves at 
Side were selling at the local market or within a 
few miles haul from my ranch for $150 or less the 
pair this Spring. There was a large number to 
choose from. Angus cows were available a day to 
two days haul away for $175 a pair, and the cows 
were not comparable in quality and older in years 
than the Herefords.

The Land, a Good Bull, a Few Selected Females 
the Will to Survive = a Famous Breeding Plant. 
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Last MONTH we selected a picture taken at Good Earth Stock 
Farm for our cover page of the Journal, and while the owners of 
this establishment have been close friends of the Journal for 
many years, this friendship did not prompt the selection of this 
picture for the publication 

While a large number of you folks have met the Keshner 
family only a few know the background of this herd, or have 
had the opportunity to study the progress made by these folks 
in a relatively short period of time, or of the desire to build a 
great herd of cattle—not so much for personal gain as for the 
satisfaction of accomplishing an ideal 

Joe’s father, as all fathers no doubt wish for their sons, 
had hoped to have him follow in his footsteps, he being president 
of a large bank. Joe was educated along these lines but his 
travels changed his desires as after spending considerable time 
living in the Orient and Hawaii and making six trips around the 
World the urge to develop the land became a reality and from 
this point Good Earth Farm was established. The name being in 
honor of his dear friend Pearl Buck’s novel “The Good Earth” 

Good Earth Stock Farm, when first purchased, was a typical 
run-down piece of property suitable mainly for bird shooting, 
and it Was during a day afield, working his dogs on covey afte) 
covey, that Joe decided to purchase this tract of land. 

Now, Joe Keshner knew something about the livestock busi 
ness since he spent a lot of his early time working in the stock 
yards in East St. Louis. In fact, he had promoted himself from 
a position in those yards to the owner of a feeding project near 
East St. Louis, Illinois and the first time I ever visited the 
Keshner family was when they lived on top of the hill over- 
looking this feeding project. Their home, was filled with me 
mentos Joe had brought home from his six trips around the 
world. 

Moving to a new location north of High Hill, Missouri meant 
many problems to be solved, including giving up a profitable 
enterprise to engage in the production of registered cattle—and 
I think we should feel fortunate that Good Earth engaged in the 
production of Aberdeen-Angus as Good Earth has developed 
steadily from a start of fifteen females and Prince Eric 2d to 
an operation of over three hundred brood cows, six top young 
sires, covering more than twelve hundred acres—the entire proj 
ect under a supervised program of improvement that has re 
sulted in the present layout bearing little resemblance to the 
original tract, other than in the physical shape of the land itself. 

What was their breeding program? The bull that put Good 
Earth on the map was Prince Eric 2d of Sunbeam, the first full 
brother to the “Bull of the Century”, the $100,000.00 Prince Eric, 
and for the benefit of our newer readers we should point out 
that Prince Erie 2d was a son of Prince Sunbeam 29th, he by 
Black Prince of Sunbeam and he by Black Peer of St. Albans. 
Black Peer was the 1934 International grand champion bull and

Som E interesting and unusual farm names 
dot the roster of Angus herds. One of these 

Mole’s Hill Farm near Sharon, Connec- 
ticut, owned by Theodore S. Ryan. 

The naming of this top Angus farm goes 
back to the days following World War II 
and a popular children’s book—“The Wind 
in the Willows.” Mr, and Mrs. Ryan enjoyed 
the book very much as have the three Ryan 
children. If you wil! recall there are three 
mportant characters in the book, the Mole, 
the Toad, and the Rat—plus Mr. McBadger, 
the Toad’s business manager. In the book 
the Mole is the personification of neatness 
about his house and property, So the name 
“Mole’s Hill” was applied to the newer An 
gus farm in the Berkshire foot hills. 

As the farm was originally the name 
could not have applied. For outside of the 
residence on the one farm, which became the 
tyan home, the farm buildings, fences and 
land reflected many years of tenant farm 
ing with everything taken off and nothing 
put back. It was when the farm was built 
to near its present stature that the problem 
of picking a farm name was happily decided 
in favor of “Mole’s Hill.” Our tidy little 
friend in “The Wind in the Willows” would 
be very pleased with what he could see to- 
day—practical, well kept buildings; land 
that has been restored to a high state of 
productivity; an Aberdeen-Angus herd that 
rates high nationally because of a sound 
breeding program. All this set down in the 
rolling Berkshire foot hills. 

By way of location Mole’s Hill is located 
on the New York-Connecticut line. The farm 
buildings and much of the land is in Dutch 
ess county, New York. But the Ryan resi- 
dence, and the remainder of the farm is in 
Litchfield county, Connecticut. This resi 
dence location explains why Ted Ryan is a 
state senator spending a lot of his time in 
Hartford. 

The property which is now Mole’s Hill 
was acquired by the Ryans in April of 1942, 
ending a search of two years duration in

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Cattle Need Salt 

Most people know that Stephen Babeoe! 
invented the test for butter-fat in milk. but 
few of them know that he also did a lot of 
work to show the importance of salt for 
cattle. One of his tests involved dairy cows 
that were well-fed but received no salt for 
a year. Eventually all of these animals broke 
down, with complete loss of appetite and 
cessation of milk production. Recoveries o« 
curred rapidly when the cows were given 
salt again. 

On the basis of these and other experi 
ments made over fifty years ago, salt-feed 
ing recommendations were made which ar 
still widely followed, Generally, they pro 
vide for three-fourths of an ounce daily for 
every 1000 pounds of body weight, and in 
addition, three tenths of an ounce for every 
10 pounds of milk produced daily. Thi 
means that good milk cows often won't get 
enough salt when it furnished only as one 
per cent of the grain ration, and beef an- 
imals may also suffer under such a plan. If 


more salt is mixed with the grain, it may be 


made so unpalatable that animal von't 
eat it. 

To avoid trouble it will be best to furnish 
the salt free-choice it iddition to mix np 


one per cent with the grain. Cattle that want 
more salt can then get it without being com 
pelled to eat dirt or filthy bedding. Such 
feeding is recommended for calves as well 
as older animals, and should be started as 
soon as they begin to eat grain, Opinions 
Vary on the relative ilue of loose and block 
salt, but a recent experiment at Cornell Uni 
versity supplies some interesting informa 


tion. 


A three year average showed that cow 
voluntarily ate about twice as much loose 
salt as block salt. However, the cow that 
received block

Washington looks for the

for federal price aids to other livestock in 
terests if the cost-price squeeze continues 

Government pork buying is not out of the 
question. Talk has been revived of the pos 
sibilities for “direct-payment” support of 
dairy prices. Idea would be to allow market 
prices to seek their “natural” level, The 
government would then pay the difference 
whenever the market price went below the 
guaranteed support floor 

Wool is already being subsidized under a 
similar plan, approved by Congress last 
year, Producers are to be paid the differ- 
ence between this year’s average market 
price and a 62¢-per-lb. support rate, Cost of 
the program in the first year won’t be an 
nounced for some time, but already has been 
privately estimated by various officials. 

The amount will be in the neighborhood 
of $50 million. Wool industry representa 
tives, meantime, have urged the government 


to increase the support rate next season. 
° 


Don't be surprised if you hear about Rus 
sian cattlemen turning to American methods 
of pasturing and feeding. Observations of 
cattle feeding in the U. S. were of “much 
value” to the visiting Russian delegation to

Matskevitch told this and other Washing

USDA’s Under Secretary True D. Morse 
claims the Controller General’s opinion was 
in direct conflict with advice from the de 
partment’s lawyers. “The transaction,” he 
says, “stabilized the price for American 
dairymen during the period of price-support 
adjustment, Taken in the interest of dairy 
farmers, it halted a downward trend in the 
farm prices of milk in March, 1954 . 

Agriculture Secretary Benson explained 
the transactions like this: They averted, he 
said, “the temporary shortage of cheese 
which would otherwise have developed in re- 
tail trade channels” at the time of the 
switch-over from 90% to 75% of parity sup 
port for dairy products. 


Wheat acreage cut is the biggest single 
factor in stepped up output of feed grains, 
an analysis of the figures shows, Study of 
the statistics also leads officials to conclude 
that ranchers and farmers, forced to cut 
back in one crop, usually will plant anothe 
uncontrolled cash crop—rather than take 
land out of production. 

Reduction in wheat acreage for harvest in 
1955 was 20.3 million acres under the aver 
age planted in the years 1944-53, Acreage of 
oats, barley, and sorghum in 1955 is 12.3 
million acres more than during 1944-53, Soy 
bean acreage has gone up about 6.4 million 
acres While corn has been reduced almost 
4 million. 

Such figures are causing revived talk in 
Washington of an “incentive” plan next 
year for keeping controlled wheat, corn and 
cotton acres out of substitute crops. An in 
centive of $10 per acre has been mentioned 
Nobody knows how much land that would 
keep out of production, but it is a fair bet 
it would not be much. 

Cross-compliance controls—or cross-com 
pliance tied up with an incentive plan 
probably would work better, but could be 
political poison, Under cross-compliance sup 
port loans would be withheld from farmers 
who put diverted acres into substitute crops.

The What and Why of Inbreeding 


Inbreeding is the mating of closely related animals. As stated in 
the preceding article inbreeding concentrates the “bleod” of a group 
of animals with no special emphasis being made to direct the re 
lationship to one animal Practical breeders often restrict the 
meaning of the word to very close matings such as (1) full brothe: 

ter matings, (2) parent-offspring matings, or (4) half brother 

ter matings. In order that we may be consistent in our stat 
ments regarding inbreeding we will use the generally accepted 
cientifie definition of inbreeding which is the mating of animals 
more closely related to each other than the average of the popula- 
tion concerned For purebred Angus breeders, the population, is, 
of course, the entire purebred Angus breed 

The imary effect of inbreeding is to increase the chance that 
an animal will inherit the same hereditary factors (genes) from 
both sire and dam If inbreeding were started in a group of ani 
mals where the gene \ and a, B and b, etc. were present then dif 
ferent inbred lines could be formed from this stoek with genetic 
makeup uch as: AA BB CC DD EE, AA bb ce dd ee, aa bb ce dd 

te Unless inbreeding was extreme, the two genes of each pair 
vould not always be alike as shown in the above examples. Some 
vould still be Aa, Bb, ete. but these would tend to become AA or aa 
and BB or bb with further inbreeding. Thus, the primary effect of 
inbreeding is to cause similarity in the pairs of genes in the inbred 


animal, 


Prepotency 


This similarity of gene pairs creates prepotency in inbred bulls 
because the reproductive cells are similar. In Angus cattle, red is 
rect ive to black. If we let Br present black and b re present red 
with black dominant over red, then BB and Bb are black animals 
and bb are red animals. There are still many Bb (black but carry 
ing the red factor) animals in the Angus breed today. In a highly 
inbred family in which no red animals are occurring one can be 
reasonably sure that bulls are BB in genetic makeup. In an outbred 
group the Bb (black carrying red) bulls will be present in a propor 
tion depending upon the frequency of the b gene in the population. 
If bulls from a highly inbred family which has had no red animals, 
and outbred bulls are mated equally to red cows, the inbred bulls 
vould be called prepotent because none of their calves would be red. 
Half of the calves from the outbred bulls of the Bb type would be 
black and half would be red, Thus some of the outbred bulls would 
lack prepotency but exactly which ones could not be forecast before 
hand. The black inbred bulls as a group are more prepotent than 
the black outbred bulls but the prepotenc y observed was only the 
result of similar genes (BB instead of Bb). This is commonly re 
ferred to as “fixing the type” and a combination of inbreeding and 
selection is much more powerful than selection alone where the re¢ 


cessive gene causes the undesired type 


Selection Important Also

Linebreeding 


Linebreeding is the mating of animals so that the descendants 
will be kept closely related to some one animal of merit. This is 
u ually accomplished by kee ping for parents animals that are close 
ly related to the desired ancestor but are not related through othe 
ancestors, This tends to keep inbreeding low and relationship high. 


The following is an extreme example of a linebred pedigree:

The inbreeding here is all directed towards the one animal 
Usually linebreeding is through several sons and not as intense 
shown here. 

Since linebreeding is a less intensive form of inbreeding than 
straight inbreeding, it has similar effects but to a lesser degree. 
In addition, the concentration of germ plasm can be directed to 
ward one particular animal of choice. The harmful effects of in 
breeding may be avoided or greatly reduced if one is linebreeding 
to a truly great animal. Linebreeding, in general, is looked upon 
with more favor than inbreeding. 

Linebreeding can best be followed by breeders (1) who have herds 
distinctly above the average in merit, (2) who have an outstanding 
ire, and (3) who have herds large enough to utilize 3 to 5 sons of 
that sire. Sometimes groups of ° or 4 breeders can combine to line- 
breed to a great animal and still keep the inbreeding low 

Occasionally a breeder may be forced to linebreed if he thinks 
the wrong things are being emphasized in his breed. While his herd 
may become unpopular for a time, his herd may provide a valuable 
source of germ plasm so the rest of the breed can change quickly if 
breeder opinion should shift. 

Breeders are in a distinctly better position in guiding their breed- 
ing efforts if they have a variety of distinct lines, reasonably puri 
fied of defects and with distinctive “bred in” characteristics, fron 
which to choose, as compared with breeders working with a relative 
ly undifferentiated breed. The potential breeding merit of an in- 
dividual animal need not depend upon what we can see in that 
dividual only but can be modified by what we know about his |! 
as a whole 

Historical 

Hugh Watson and William MeCombie are prominent as the first 
great improvers of Aberdeen Angus, They improved the best of 
the local stock in the Scottish counties of Aberdeenshire and Angus 
hire and developed a sufficiently uniform and true breeding group 
that was so excellent as to attract nationwide and even international 
ttention.

too fat for best results. Good grass and 
roughage is all that is needed by a mature 
cow—“and the kind of cow you want is the 
kind that can nurse a big calf and stay in 
good condition on pasture.” At Blugrass 
Angus Farm, he said, grass silage, hay and 
supplement is the winter feed, even though 
the cow is nursing a calf. No grain is ever 
fed to mature cows. 

Coarse cracked corn and whole oats—half 
and half—-should be put in a creep and 
available to calves at an early age. “It is 
in the development of calves that you will 
get your biggest return from grain. But 
be sure and do not grind the corn too fine.” 

Vern Kerchberger, fieldman for the 
\merican Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso 


clation, in discussing the selection of herd 
sires said that too many good bulls are 
turned down by buyers because the bulls 
are from lesser known strains of cattle. 
“There are more good bulls in small herds 
than have ever won at the International. 
These good bulls are needed to improve the 
general average of our cattle. This is of 
more importance than the production of a 
few outstanding animals.” 

Mentioning the talk of J. C. Holbert at 
the Angus type conference at Stillwater, 
Oklahoma, the speaker said that we must 
pay more attention to size. “Probably we 
need about 10 per cent more size with this 
divided into a 1 per cent increase in bone, a 
4 per cent increase in actual size, and a 6 
per cent increase in the weight of the loin 
and the round.” 

A gauge for a breeding herd is the pro- 
duction of 1,000 to 1,100 finished steers in 
the shortest possible time, the speaker said, 
warning that mere size, without early 
Angus maturity, is a step backward. 

Dr. Paul Keesee of Essar Ranch, San 
Antonio, Texas, raised the point that the 
general practice of artificial insemination 
while it can be of great service in extending 
the service of an outstanding bull, also 
poses some very serious problems. He 
raised the question of whether or not too 
many bulls were being used wholesale be 
fore their offspring—from calves to two- 
year old, could be appraised. He also raised 
the question of how owners of “one bull 
herds” could practice selective matings—the 
keystone of Angus breeding for countless 
generations. “We seem to be forgetting 
how we bred great cattle in years past.” 

He warned that the Angus business could 
well find itself in the position of purebred 
dairy breeders who have no outlet for bulls 
except for a very small number. “I doubt 
f Angus breeders can economically stay in 
business depending almost entirely on the 
sule of she stock.”

A recent Kansas experiment showed that 
steers receiving salt outgained those with 
out it by 65 pounds each, and sold for fifty 
cents a hundred more, Based on the amount 
eaten by the steers during their growing and 
fattening periods, these differences would 
make the salt worth about a dollar per 
pound for feed 

Reports from other experiment stations 
indicate that cattle won’t do well without 
salt, and that it can easily prove to be your 
cheapest feed and biggest money maker. 
Putting it in feed probably won't be enough, 
and you have no way of knowing exactly 
how much individual animals will need for 
maximum returns. Accordingly, you'll do 
well to put out either salt blocks or loose 
salt in weather proof boxes where your cat- 
tle can help themselves as they like 

temember, though, don’t suddenly supply 
alt free-choice to cattle that haven’t had it 
this way for a long time. Otherwise you 
may poison them so they are pretty sick

It was the Lonjac dispersion in 1941 that 
he first came into Angus prominence with 
the purchase of 21 females and a bull. A 
lot of great herds were put together from 
these Lonjac cattle. A month later Ralph 
L. Smith again was on the clerk’s books 
with the purchase for $6,700 of the fabulous 
Evermere T. at J. Garrett Tolan Farms. It 
become International grand champion. 
was later in the year that she went on 
to become International grand champion 
George Cooper, the man who made the last 
bid on Evermere T., is still the manager of 
Ralph L. Smith Angus interests and one of 
the truly keen students of the breed. 

In March of 1944 the live stock 
world was electrified by the record price 
of $40,000 on an Angus bull calf. This calf 
was Prince Eric of Sunbeam—‘the bul] of 
the century”—and his purchaser was Ralph 
L. Smith. 

It was in 1947 that Ralph L. Smith made 
more Angus history by the sale of 228 cat 
tle for the then record price of $360,340. 
Kew sales of any breed of livestock contrib 
uted more than did this offering of cattle 
in producing show and sale ring records for 
their new owners. 

In the more recent years even more breed 
history has been written by “R.L.S.” The 
record $35,100 price for Blackcap Bessie

bring the farm back. An old factory build- 
ing was bought and torn down to provide 
hard-to-get lumber for a cattle barn. Land 
vas terraced, limed and fertilized and put 
into production, It had been decided early 
in the ownership of Mole’s Hill that live- 
stock would be raised to utilize the grass 
and crops.

It is now time to make nominations for the 1956 Futurity. In all probability, it will again be 
hell at Keeneland Race Course the first part of August. The complete rules of the Futurity are 
printed on the back of each nomination blank, and you will note that there have been but two 


changes. 


First, the new classification recently adopted by the National Angus Association will be fol- 
lowed, For the Futurity, it means that there will be two Summer Yearling classes and two Senior 
Calf classes for each sex. What we now call the Junior Calf Class will be eligible to show in with the 
youngest Senior Calf Class. In other words, that class will run from November 1, 1955 through April 


30. 1956 


The Futurity vear for cow and bull nominations will remain the same. That is, vou nominate 
cows that have calved since May 1 of this year (1955), as well as cows that will calve before April 30 
of next year (1956). Don’t forget to nominate the cows that will calve between January and April 
of next yvear—even though you may not show them as Junior Calves, you might want to show them 
in 1957 as Junior Yearlings. In order to do this, their dams must be nominated now with the calves 
properly listed next May, 

The second change is the closing date of cow and bull nominations. It has now been set for 
December 15, 1955, but there will be absolutely no extension of this deadline. Therefore, we urge 
you to get your nominations in to us immediately. Don’t put it off and let the deadline catch you 
without being entered in this great show. 

You will note that the new classification gives two additional open classes for a total of four- 
teen. We will also have the two First Time Exhibitor’s Classes again in 1956. 


This is your show, Let’s make next year’s Futurity the biggest one ever held. Do your part by 


vetting your nominations back to us by return mail.
